Dusty straw is covered with effici­ 
ent rot bacteria and fungi so 
that 
no special kind need he added to make 
artificial manure quickly, explains W. 
A. Albrecht, developer of the process 
at the Missouri College of Agricul­ 
ture. 
Many inquiries coming to the 
soils departm ent indicate a misun­ 
derstanding of this fact. 
Feed them 
a balanced ration and they will rap­ 
idly convert the straw into manure 
ready to spread. 
Rot organisms are widely distribut­ 
ed in nature, but straw alone is an 
unbalanced ration and decomposition 
unaided is slow. 
When supplemented 
with food nitrogen in the form of am­ 
monium sulfate, 
with 
some 
super­ 
phosphate 
(acid 
phosphate), 
and 
with some limestone to keep the acids 
down, the proper conditions are pro­ 
duced for the bacteria and fungi 
as 
the rain adds the water. 
No special bacteria need to he in- 
o* ulatcd into the straw pile to change 
¡t into manure. 
The necessary straw- 
rotting organisms are already there 
and the 
artificial 
manure 
making 
process simply balances the straw as 
a proper ration for them anil 
ppro­ 
vides suitable conditions so that they 
can make rapid 
growth 
and 
break 
down the straw into manure.

federate mu seu m at Richmond, Va. 
the home for fou r y ears of Jefferson 
Dav is, first and only president of the 
Confederacy . 
Here the m ost v alu ed 
relics of the sou thern cau se are stor­ 
ed, contribu ted by all the states that 
cast their lot with the Sou th in 
the 
g reat stru g g le of the ’60s. 
The m u seu m is ju st off Richmond’s 
g reat 
commercial 
thorou g hfare, 
Broad street. 
It is at the corner of 
Twelfth and Clay streets, diag onally 
across from the site of the home of 
Alex ander Stephens, and on the brow 
of one of the sev en hills u pon 
which 
Richmond, lik e Rome of old, is bu ilt. 
The hou se, one of the most beau ti­ 
fu l, old or new, in the city , was con­ 
stru cted by I)r. John Brock enbrou g h 
in 18 18 , and was u sed as a 
priv ate 
residence u ntil 
18 61, 
when 
Lewis 
Crenshaw*, the then owner, tra nsfe r­ 
red it to the city of Richmond for the 
u se of the Confederate g ov ernment. 
The city fu rnished it, and offered 
it 
to President Dav is, hu t he declined 
to accept so m ag nanim ou s a g ift. The

al Ex tension Serv ice of the Colleg e. 
This card, th a t can be hu ng conv eni­ 
ently on the k itchen wall, g iv es the 
time table and all of the steps in the 
hot-pack method, and in 
the 
cold- 
pack method as well, for v eg etables, 
fru its and meats. 
The adv antag e 
of 
the 
hot-pack 
method is that the v eg etables 
k eep 
better. 
Those in the center of 
the 
can are at boiling tem peratu re for a 
mu ch long er period than when cold- 
pack ed. In the hot-pack method, they 
are not blanched and dipped hu t are 
pu t on the fire to cook , as 
thou g h 
they were to be cook ed for the table. 
When they reach the boiling point, 
they are pu t into the 
cans 
boiling 
hot. 
This assu res a more complete 
destru ction of bacteria and spoilag e 
org anism s. 
Another reason why m any 
home­ 
mak ers lik e the hot-pack method 
for 
canning v eg etables is th a t they find 
it easier th a n the blanching and dip­ 
ping that were necessary with 
the 
cold-pack method. 
For best resu lts in canning , 
v eg etables shou ld he fresh, the 
and 
ja r 
ru bbers 
tested, 
and 
shou ld be processed for the fu ll time 
at the boiling tem peratu re req u ired.

Georg e A. Baron, of this city , direc­ 
tor of the Bag dad school, Dr. Chiera 
said one of the m ost rem ark able dis­ 
cov eries in the tem ple was frag m ents 
of a mu ral painting on the plaster of 
a corridor, the colors of which were 
preserv ed and the desig n clear. 
The massiv e w alls of

temple 
are of u nbak ed brick and Dr. Chiera 
believ es the bronze coat

In a deliberately homespu n address 
before the Rotary Clu b lu ncheon 
in 
St. Lou is Thu rsday , Thos. J. Brown, 
form erly of Charleston, chairm an of 
the S tate Pu blic Serv ice Commission, 
described his predicam ent as a nov ice 
on entering the complex du ties of his 
job. 
He conclu ded by u rg ing prov is­ 
ion of more fu nds so that the 
com ­ 
mission cou ld protect the pu blic bet­ 
ter, and by cau tioning the u tilities of 
their du ty to serv e the people well at 
reasonable rates. 


Officers of sev eral St. I >u s u tilities 
who belong to the clu b were present. 
Percy Redmu nd, g eneral m anag er of 
the Sou thw estern Bell Telephone Co., 
president of the clu b, reminded 
the 
au dience that the u tilities g enerally 
hav e all the ex perts 
they 
need to 
prov e their contentions, w hereas the 
pu blic’s representation is limited. 


Brown was a pictu resq u e fig u re of 
the v anishing “cou ntry law y er” ty pe 
as he g esticu lated, napk in 
in 
hand, 
and m ade hsi self-deprecation 
omre 
appa rent 
than 
real. 
Thiek , 
black 
ey ebrows rose and fell to em phasize 
his rem ark s. 
He wore a black -strip­ 
ed wing collar, black string bow, and 
black su it. 
‘‘A m an” , he beg an, “ needs 
three

com m on honesty , horse sense
